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(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION: The Castor Cover is a 12 
inch by 3 inch vinyl cover with foam insulation on the inside to provide a cushion 
to absorb the impact and protect from serious injury.There is a Velcro strip on the 
end of the Castor Cover. The Velcro strip is one inch in length, which will 
provide minimum ajustablity.
